FRANCE, which is always progressive when 
not leading in bibliographical matters, has been 
up to the present time, strange as it may seem, 
without a guide to the vast amount of material 
of scientific articles buried in the periodicals 
and bulletins of learned societies published 
during the past two hundred years. As the 
scientific writings of France rank high in the 
estimation of scholars the absence of a guide to 
them was a decided loss not only to France but 
to the world at large. A modest attempt was 
made some years ago by Prof. R. de Lasteyrie, 
a member of the Institut, in collaboration 
with M. Lefevre Pontalis, to gather information 
relating to historical and archeological contri- 
butions to current pediodical publications; but, 
useful as it was to students of history, its scope 
was too limited to receive the encouragement 
and support which it merited. 

Prof. de Lasteyrie’s labors, however, have 
not been in vain, since his catalogue suggested 
the idea of a bibliography on an analogous 
plan, covering the exact and experimental 
sciences, to Prof. A. Milne-Edwards, also a 
member of the Institut and one of the Direc- 
tors of the Museum of Natural History in 
Paris. After consultation it was decided to 
entrust the work to M. J. Deniker, the librarian 
of the Museum, who promptly submitted a plan 
of such an undertaking to the Minister of Pub- 
lic Education. The immediate result of these 
preparations is the issue of the first part of 
a “*Bibliographie des Travaux Scientifiques 
—sciences mathématiques, physiques et natu- 
relles)—publiés par les Sociétés Savantes de la 
France” (‘‘ Bibliography of Scientific Writings— 
mathematical, physical, and natural sciences 
—published by the Scientific Societies of 
France.’’) 

The work is compiled and edited by Dr. 
Deniker on the same plan as that of Prof. de 
Lasteyrie’s referred toabove. It willincludea 
record of all articles, published in periodicals, 
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and in the bulletins of learned societies, from 
1700 to 1888, relating to mathematics, physics, 
and the natural sciences, Articles relating to 
applied sciences and arts, such as agriculture, 
horticulture, engineering, medicine, pharmacy, 
etc., will not be noticed, except in a few excep- 
tional cases. Articles relating to prehistoric 
archeology and ethnology will be recorded ex- 
cept in cases already covered by Prof. de Las- 
teyrie’s bibliography. 

The work is divided into three parts. Part 
I contains consecutively-numbered titles of 
scientific articles contained in official records, 
arranged alphabetically by cities or towns under 
respective departments; Part 2 will contain the 
titles recorded in the first part arranged under 
authors; the third part will contain an analytical 
subject index, with references to the numbered 
entries in the first part. The titles of articles 
are given in full, with reference to the page of 
the collection in which they appear, and mention 
of the diagrams, number and nature of plates, 
maps, or illustrations, etc. In cases where 
there is no title, as so often happens in the 
minutes and reports of societies, the editor, 
after careful study of the subject, supplies a 
title; wherever a title seems inadequate for 
reference, such, for instance, as ‘‘ Upon a new 
species of insect,’’ ‘‘ Upon a rare plant,” etc., 
the editor adds what may be necessary to 
identify the article. Supplementary informa- 
tion is given in notes added to the title when- 
ever necessary. 

The part now ready forms the first instal- 
ment of the first volume, and indexes articles 
by Departments to Gard—City of Nimes. It 
includes 5132 entries. The annual issues of 
periodicals will be kept separate, but will be 
indexed consecutively. When any breaks oc- 
cur in periodical publications, as happens fre- 
quently, they will be indicated in footnotes. 


RENAN’S LIBRARY. 


CALMAN Levy has bought the library of 
Ernest Renan, and will present it to the 
French nation. This library contains about 
10,000 volumes. The first part of the cata- 
logue, which covers Oriental philology, com- 
prises 2875 works; Oriental antiquities, 1238 
works; Origins of Christianity, 343 works; 
Northern Africa, 59 works; Islam Civilization, 
241 works; Civilization of the Indies, 153 
works; Central Asia, 32 works; Civilization of 
the Far East, 87 works; Classic Studies, 628 
works. 

The second part of the catalogue comprises 
all ancient and foreign literatures and arts and 
sciences, and includes 2641 works. The re- 
maining 4500 volumes are not listed in the 
catalogue. They are chiefly modern works of 
pure literature. The library contains many 
very rare volumes, but very few rich bindings 
or sumptuous editions. Renan loved his books 
for their contents; he was a scholar, not 4 
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A FRENCH PROTEST AGAINST THE 
PROPOSED CANADIAN COPY- 
RIGHT ACT. 


AccorRDING to the Paris correspondent of the 
New York 7ridune, a number of unions repre- 
senting authors, publishers, booksellers, music- 
dealers, artists, photographers, and engravers, 
have united in preparing a protest against the 
adoption of the Canadian act of 1889 or any 
compromise based upon the manufacturing 
clause. 

This protest has been submitted to the French 
Foreign Office, and has been virtually adopted 
by it. Copies of it have been sent to every 
government which accepted the Berne Con- 
vention. The protest has also been sent to the 
headquarters of the International Copyright 
Office at Berne, the expenses of which are de- 
frayed by the governments which accepted the 
convention and are responsible for its enforce- 
ment. 

The French societies object strenuously to 
the adoption of the manufacturing clause by 
Canada, and contend that the compromise sug- 
gested by Mr. Hall Caine, like the act of 1889, 
is contrary to the spirit of the Berne Conven- 
tion. Their argument, which apparently has 
been accepted by the French Foreign Office as 
its own, shuts out from the Berne Convention 
any country or dependency which retains the 
manufacturing clause. This protest, conse- 
‘quently, may have the effect of excluding 
Canada from the circle of the Berne Conven- 
tion, if the Dominion Parliament adopts the 
amended act, with the restrictions imposed by 
Mr. Caine’s compromise. Indeed, no compro- 
‘mise which is grounded upon the manufacturing 
clause, whatever may be the safeguards for 
authors’ rights, can be satisfactory to these 
close constructionists. They take the view 
that Canada must either remain as at present, 
in the Berne circle, or be excluded from it, like 
the United States; but it cannot stay inside and 
have the benefit of absolute protection of its 
right in literary property and, at the same time, 
protect its printers. 

Mr. Henry Kleinau, the London representa- 
tive of the Paris house of Hachette & ’Co., 
when a copy of the protest was shown to him, 
expressed the opinion that it was a logical and 
convincing document. and that the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs could not fail to be 
influenced by the powerful associations which 
supported it. He also assumed that German 
authors, publishers, and artists would adopt 
similar views and exclude Canada from the 
Berne Convention if it should introduce the 
manufacturing clause in any form. Canada, 
with that clause retained, would lie outside the 
convention, like the United States, but with the 
important difference that it would not have a 
great market at home for which large editions 
could profitably be printed. Moncure D. Con- 
way, at the meeting of the Authors’ Society in 
Paris last week, announced that he represented 
three hundred American authors, and in their 
name denounced the act of 1891, passed by 
Congress, as a blot on American law, and the 
death-knell of Amefican literature. He then 
proceeded to explain how this system of legal- 
ized piracy, as he described the present copy- 
Tight system of the United States, damaged 
€verybody except popular authors. 

Mr. Hall Caine entered a vigorous protest 


against Dr. Conway’s assault upon the act of 
1891. He declared that it was almost a uni- 
versal feeling among American authors that 
the Copyright act was a good measure and was 
working well. He justified the action of 
American authors in accepting that act, and 
remarked that he would regard with great 
alarm any effort on their part to reopen the 
controversy at the present juncture. This 
passage-at-arms excited much interest. It was 
strange to hear an American author denounc- 
ing the Copyright law of his own country and 
an English author warmly defending it on the 
ground that half a loaf was better than no 
bread. 

Mr. Robert Underwood Johnson, secretary. 
of the American Copyright League, doubts 
whether the protest concerns the United States. 
‘*The council of the American Copyright 
League,” he said to a representative of 7he 
Tribune, ‘‘ has already published an official re- 
solution expressing its pleasure at the prospect 
of the abandonment by Canada of the perni- 
cious scheme of miscellaneous or open publish- 
ing, which her act of 1868, had it been ap- 
proved by the British Government, would 
have permitted. The council of the League 
did not feel called upon to endorse the substi- 
tute agreed upon in the broad lines by Canadi- 
an representatives on the one hand and Mr. 
Hall Caine and Mr. F. R. Daldy, acting for 
English interests, on the other, because this 
measure has not been formulated in detail. As 
I understand by the terms of the Berne Con- 
vention, it is possible to exclude Canada from 
its benefits by reason of the existence in her 
proposed law of a manufacturing clause. I do 
not think this exclusion would prevent Canada 
from passing the proposed substitute. Person- 
aily, I think that Mr. Hall Caine accomplished 
a triumph of diplomacy in procuring the -ac- 
ceptance by Canada of his substitute. Before 
he went to Canada the situation was apparent- 
ly achoice between the refusal of England to 
endorse a bad Canadian copyright law, which 
would have seriously impaired the copyright re- 
lations of England and the United States, or, on 
the other hand, of seeming to refuse to Canada 
the autonomy in copyright matters apparently 
guaranteed by the terms of Canadian union. 
Mr. Caine found a happy way out of the di- 
lemma, the acceptance of which showed a dis- 
tinct advance on the part of the Canadian au- 
thorities in the direction of the security of in- 
tellectual property. I believe that the adoption 
of this proposed new law would be more in the 
material interest of Canada than the Berne 
Convention, which is, of course, the ideal copy- 
right law, and for this reason I am inclined to 
think the French protest will not accomplish 
its purpose.” 

Mr. G. Mercer Adam, who partly concurs 
with Mr. Johnson as to the advantage to Canada 
in accepting the copyright measure as recently 
modified by Mr. Caine, sees at the same time 
that an influential proportion of her population 
will be at a positive disadvantage if she re- 
mains outside the Berne treaty. On this sub- 
ject he says: ‘‘ We are apt to look at the matter in 
its English interests only, forgetting that in 
Canada two-fifths of her population are French- 
speaking and that of the latter a considerable 
part is highly cultured, literary in its tastes, 
and devoted to authorship. To the book pro- 
ducers in the latter class exclusion from the 
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benefits of copyright in the Gallic motherland 
would be a serious loss, while French authors 
and publishers naturally take unkindly to the 
manufacturing clause in the proposed Canadian 
act, since compliance with its provisions alone 
secures them protection from piracy in the 
colony.” 





THE DISCOUNT SYSTEM IN ENGLAND. 


Apropos of the complaints of Miss K. Doug- 
las King, an English author, that her book, pub- 
lished at 3s. 6d., was sold at 4s. 6d. and 6s. 
Mr. George Redway, in the London Atheneum, 
discusses the English method of bookselling 
and dwells on what are the ‘‘ discount” and 
‘“*net” systems. There is the speculative 
English bookseller, he says, who buys books 
of the London publisher in quantity and gets 
them cheaper than the regular trade. This 
speculative person never buys a really good 
book, only trashy and sensational works. 
The routine old-fashioned or ‘‘ bibliophile”’ 
bookseller stands no chance with him. People 
in general do not care for sound books, but 
take the ‘‘shilling shockers.” Mr. Redway 
mentions a dozen or more of solid books, pub- 
lished within a month in London, which are 
not to be found on the shelves of the provin- 
cial bookseller. The chances of success, then, 
Mr. Redway believes, are bad for an author, 
unless the speculative bookseller can get a big 
discount on his work. Such concerns as Smith 
& Sons and the Mudies have more to do with 
placing a bookthan have the publishers. These 
leading libraries have only to tell a subscriber 
that the book he asks for is ‘‘ not known,” and 
the job is done. Space on the counters of 
Smith & Sons is limited, and there may not be 
room for any new man. 

The evil, Mr. Redway thinks, lies in the dis- 
count system, and asserts that ‘‘it is curious, 
but true, that adherents of the discount sys- 
tem cannot defend it on rational grounds. 
Every one, after a moment's reflection, must 
condemn it as asystem which is slowly strang- 
ling English literature. But who will bell the 
cat? Rival authors of 6s. volumes, for in- 
stance, fear to do so, and their publishers are 
in their hands; rival publishers of non-copy- 
right books dare not move in the matter. Both 
classes fear giving a temporary advantage to 
some rival in the affections of the public. The 
‘discount’ booksellers, of course, to a man 
uphold the discount system, because its abol- 
ition would surround them with competition 
for custom. And such competition! Why, 
booksellers might become as common as tobac- 
conists if the old rates of profit on single copies 
were in vogue. The bookseller’s shop might 
become an exhibition of the newest and best 
books, irrespective of their immediate popu- 
larity. An army of professional students of 
catalogues would arise, who could afford to 
make full use of parcel post and telegraph 
office, with the result that the bookbuying 
public, even in the remotest parts of the king- 
dom, might be as well served with new books 
as with postage stamps. This is no utopian 
dream, but the soberest fact in practical poli- 
tics, as every bookseller will recognize; and to 
accomplish it but one thing is needful, viz., the 
abolition. of the ‘discount’ system. The re- 
vival of bookselling as a profession would im- 
mediately follow, and on the multiplication of 





book-shops depends the future of literature as 
a branch of commerce.” 

In concluding his remarks Mr. Redway no- 
tices a remark which Sir Walter Besant is 
reported to have made, namely, that ‘‘the 
present machinery for disseminating literature 
is antiquated and unequal.” ‘‘So far, I cor- 
dially agree with Sir Walter,” Mr. Redway 
says, ‘‘and when he says that booksellers’ 
shops must add to their machinery the house- 
to-house retail vendor, I agree that more energy 
and enterprise onthe part of booksellers ina// 
directions is desirable; but I have written in vain 
if I have not made it clear that the key of the 
position is the rate of profit to be earned by 
the retail bookseller on smal/ transactions. 
When an industrious man can earn a profit, 
say, of £250 on a turnover of £1000 a year 
without speculating in perishable goods, Sir 
Walter Besant will, perhaps, find his custom 
solicited by half a dozen Hampstead booksell- 
ers, and that is what, I believe, he and [| 
both desire in the interests of English litera- 
ture. Meanwhile I have no hesitation in de- 
scribing the position of the country bookseller 
as an intolerable one. In order to procure a 
new book immediately he must order it (1) 
without inspection, (2) without any certain 
knowledge of its cost, (3) or of the cost of 
carriage, (4) and without knowing whether his 
neighbor has not speculated in seven or thir- 
teen on reduced terms, for the express purpose 
of underselling him and posing as ‘our enter- 
prising townsman.’ - « Tam bound tosay 
that publishers are far from blameless in this 
matter. The bookselling system of to-day isa 
patchwork system; the tactics of the cheap-jack 
have been applied to the system that prevailed 
in the days of stage-coach and tallow candles; 
the result is chaos.” 





RECOLLECTIONS OF THE EARLY NEW 
YORK BOOK TRADE, 


G. W. McCWuoop, some of whose contribu- 
tions to Zhe American Stationer we have al- 
ready quoted, recently continues his remi- 
niscences in that journal. Ina recent issue of 
the Stationer he describes how, having returned 
to New York from Petersburg, Va., where he 
was apprenticed to Henry Whyte, a_book- 
binder, who also kept a book-store (this was in 
1827), he went to 96 Broadway to engage with 
his new employer, George Champley, a native 
of Yorkshire, England, who had his indentures 
drawn up for him until his twenty-first year. 
His salary was to be $25 per year for the first 
half and $35 per year for the second, including 
board and washing. ‘‘Mr, Champley had no 
other machinery in his bindery than an old- 
fashioned standing press. There were em- 
ployed only four journeymen, three appren- 
tices, and two girls, the latter to do folding and 
sewing, while the work gotten out was of a 
superior sort —all fine bound in sheep, calf, 
and morocco, and to a large extent gilt 
edged.” 

Mr. Champley, according to Mr. McWhood, 
‘*kept a small book-store in Barclay Street 
under the American Hotel; near by was Jona- 
than Leavitt’s book-store, on the southeast 
corner of Broadway and Barclay Street. This 
gentleman was the father of the Leavitt 
Brothers, auctioneers, and the brother-in-law 
of Daniel Appleton, Sr. Among other firms 
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for whom we did a great deal of work was that 
of Behr & Kahl, who kept a German book-store 
on Broadway, between Dey and Cortlandt 
Streets. The next year, 1828, we removed 
to the building at the corner of William Street 
and Exchange Place, then entirely occupied 
by the firm of Lanuze, Mendia & Co., pub- 
lishers of Spanish works exclusively. Mr. 
Champley did all of his own binding and took, 
besides, outside orders. Perhaps the most 
noteworthy piece of work was that on the 
‘Memoirs of De Witt Clinton,’ a quarto edi- 
tion of about 1000 pages, edited and published 
by the celebrated Dr. Hosack, a noted physi- 
cian of the day and a contemporary of Dr. 
Valentine Mott. 

‘‘During the work upon these memoirs 
Daniel Appleton, Sr., the progenitor of the 
well-known publishers of to-day, called regard- 
ing the disposal of a folio copy of Shake- 
speare’s works, a fine piece of binding in purple 
morocco, super extra, and consisting of eight 
volumes—a London consignment to that gen- 
tleman— which were of such superior merit 
that, adopting my employer’s suggestion, Mr. 
Appleton raffled the set at Mr. Windust’s on 
Park Row, and realized $10 a chance, or $400 
for the eight volumes. Mr. Forrest, who was 
then acting at the Park Theatre, two doors be- 
low, declined to take a chance, but offered, 
however, $250 for the set. The chance contest 
grew hot among the /iterati of the book-shops, 
and finally the interest of the two final con- 
testants was sold to Mr. Windust, who became 
the lucky possessor of eight superb volumes.” 





LINDSAY’S EXHIBIT OF COLOR PRINTS. 


RoBeRT M. LINpDsAy, Walnut and Eleventh 
Streets, Philadelphia, has onexibition a choice 
collection of Color Prints, which should prove 
of more than passing interest to artists as well 
as collectors, as opportunities for studying cor- 
rect examples of genuine eighteenth century 
color printing have become exceedingly rare. 
The carefully selected engraving is a work of 
art worthy the attention of the art-lover who is 
not biassed in favor of one medium (or expres- 
sion) of art at the expense of another. In the 
modern confusion of art and industry, a little 
looking backward to the art of a hundred years 
ago is edifying. 

The distinction is made between the names 
color print and colored print, in favor of the for- 
mer, as applying to this exhibition. A color 
print, in thesense here used, is the English art 
of a hundred years ago (lately somewhat re- 
vived) of printing in colors from a copper plate, 
engraved either in the stipple or mezzotinto 
style. The artist printer, with his plate print- 
ers tools and ink, would practically ‘ paint” 
the subject upon the plate in different colors, 
instead of, as is usually done, with one color; 
and this operation of ‘‘ painting the plate” was 
performed for each impression. 

A colored print is generally colored by hand- 
an art which is largely degenerated to a mere 
industry, and in the best examples hardly com- 
pares with the color print because of a dulness 
of effect, the result of the monotint which the 
added color cannot hide. 

The catalogue describes seventy-five num- 
bers, fifteen of which are examples of modern 
art. The exhibit will close on the 15th inst. 


A NEW HOME FOR BRUMDER’S PUB- 
LISHING BUSINESS. 


THE new ‘‘Germania” building, which George 
Brumder is to erect at Wells and West Water 
Streets, Milwaukee, Wis., will be begun in 
April, and it is thought the structure will be 
ready for occupancy in May, 1897. The archi- 
tects will complete the plans and specifications 
during this and next month, so that the build- 
ers may make their estimates early. The 
structure will have 100 feet frontage on Wells 
Street, ninety feet on West Water Street, and 
125 feet on Second Street. The wall forming 
the south boundary will be in the shape of an 
obtuse angle, thus giving the building the shape 
of an irregular pentagon. The area on each 
floor will be 15,000 feet, and the building will 
be 115 feet high. 

The materials will be steel, stone, and brick, 
and will give a safe as well as commodious 
home for all time to the growing newspaper, 
publishing, and German and English book busi- 
ness which has been developed from a small 
beginning by Mr. Brumder. The plans are of 
the Italian renaissance style, and the building 
will be harmonious and impressive. The archi- 
tectural construction of the fronts will follow 
antique principles, and consist of four divi- 
sions. The first two stories of stone will form 
the pedestal, the third story will be the base of 
the shaft proper, which will comprise the 
fourth, fifth, sixth, and seventh stories, and the 
eighth will constitute the frieze of the whole, 
and be crowned with a heavy cornice and 
balustrade. The Wells Street or main en- 
trance will extend through two stories in the 
form of an arch portal, resting on four massive 
granite pillars. There will be a balcony over 
this portal, accessible from the third floor. It 
is to be surrounded by a balustrade of pillars, 
and its gable will support the bronze statue of 
Germania. The hall leading from the main 
entrance to the staircase and the two public 
elevators will be richly ornamented with 
Italian marble. To the right of the main en- 
trance will be the ‘‘Germania” offices, and 
connected with them, and to the left, will be 
the publishing and the retail English, German, 
and French book and stationery departments, 
occupying nearly the entire half of the first 
floor. The basement will be eleven feet high, 
and will be kept dry by a system of drainage. 
Inthe rear part of the basement will be placed 
the boilers and electric plant, the presses of 
the concern occupying the front. 

Offices will occupy the second, third, fourth, 
fifth, and sixth floors, with warerooms in the 
rear of these stories. The west half of the 
building may be left for light manufacturing 
purposes, and electric power will be furnished. 
The seventh story will constitute one large 
hall, to be occupied by the bindery. The 
front part of the eighth floor will be occupied 
by the editorial rooms and the library for the 
use of the staff. The rear will constitute the 
composing, stereotyping, and electrotyping 
rooms. A court, 30x50° feet, will extend 
through all the stories, and afford all the light 
needed. The entire building, with steam heat- 
ing, electric plant, and elevators, will cost about 
$300,000. No pains or money will be spared 
to make the building attractive in all its exterior 
details as well as comfortable and homelike in 
its interior appointments. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 


JosEPH MACKEY, the founder of ‘‘ Mackey’s 
A BC Guide,” died on the 4th inst.,in Ford- 
ham, N. Y. Hewas born in New York Cityin 
1829. When he was a young man he was em- 
‘ployed on the New York 7ribune as a reporter 
of the markets. He left newspaper work in 
1850 to publish Zhe United States Economist, a 
paper devoted to the dry-goodstrade. He had 
control of the paper until he sold it about six 
years ago. His ‘‘A BC Guide” was founded 
in 1862, and he managed it until four years 
ago, when he placed it in the control of a stock 
company and retired from business. 


CapT. ANDREW M. IRVING, a well-known 
Canadian author, died in Toronto January It. 
He was bornin Hamilton, August 31, 1860. His 
father, A. S. Irving, is the general manager of 
the Toronto News Co., of which Capt. Irving 
was a director and the secretary. Under the 
pseudonym of ‘‘ Maxwell Drew” he contributed 
to the press a number of articles, both in prose 
and verse, that gave evidence of more than 
ordinary literary ability. ‘‘The Sergeant’s 
Story,” a dialect narrative of the Northwest 
rebellion, attracted wide attention. His last 
literary work was a play that so commended 
itself to several stage managers that he received 
offers to produce it on the stage. 


LADY JANE FRANCESCA SPERANZA WILDE, 
mother of Oscar Wilde, died in London on the 
5th inst. Lady Wilde, whose maiden name was 
Jane Francesca Speranza Elgee, was born in 
1836, in County Wexford, Ireland. Toward 
the end of the 4o’s Miss Elgee contributed poetry 
to the Dublin ation under the pseudonym of 
‘‘ John Fanshawe Ellis,” which attracted con- 
siderable attention. Later she adopted the pen- 
name of ‘‘Speranza.” In 1851 she married Sir 
William Robert Wills Wilde, an eminent oculist 
in Dublin, who was knighted in 1864 and died 
in 1876. Since then Lady Wilde has resided 
chiefly in London, where her sa/om was the ren- 
dezvous of artists and literary people until 
disgrace overtook the family. 


WILLIAM HENRY FurRNEss, D.D., pastor emeri- 
tus of the First Unitarian Church of Philadel- 
phia, died in that city January 30. He was 
born in Boston, April 20, 1802. Dr. Furness 
was the author of a number of theological 
works, among which are: ‘‘Remarks on the 
Four Gospels,” ‘‘ The Story of the Resurrection 
Told Once More,” etc., and also made many 
translations. Howard Horace Furness, one of 
the most famous of modern Shakespearian 
scholars, is his son, and Mrs. Annie Lee Wis- 
ter, the well-known translator from the Ger- 
man, is his daughter. Another son, William 
H., has won distinction as a portrait painter, 
and his daughter, Helen Kate Howard, has 
also made studies in Shakespeare of value. 


HENRI VAN LAUN, a well-known author and 
translator from the French, died at his homein 
London, January I9, aged 76 years. He was 
a native of Holland and went to England about 
fifty years ago. He was successively French 
master at King William’s College, Cheltenham 
College, and the Edinburgh Academy, and was 
continuously for the last twenty years Exami- 
ner in French for the Civil Service Commission 
and for the War Office.

PERIODICAL literature presents to the bibli- 
ographer one of the most difficult and exasper- 
ating problems. It is little wonder, therefore, 
that the compilation of this seemingly modest 
bibliography has taken the spare hours of its 
author for ten years. The material presented 
in this volume is to be found among the treas- 
ures of the Royal Library at Stockholm, which, 
owing to the patronage it has enjoyed since 
1661 and the diligence of the late chief li 
brarian, G. E. Klemming, has as rich a collec- 
tion of its national literature as any of the 
great national libraries of Europe. Its collec: 
tion of Swedish periodicals is uncommonly 
complete. 

Dr. Lundstedt enumerates 425 different 
publications issued between the years met- 
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tioned in the title, besides four earlier, semi- 
periodical publications, which may be regarded 
as the forerunners of the periodical press 
proper. The information given of each pub- 
lication is complete in every particular. Notes 
are given of the different editors and of the 
history of the publications, besides the usual 
bibliographical details. The scope and char- 
acter of the more important journals are de- 
scribed, the notes in many,cases furnishing in- 
teresting reading. Asa whole, the book is a 
model of bibliographical precision, and forms 
an important contribution to the history of 
Swedish literature. 

Another bibliography of special interest for 
American librarians, by the same author, is his 
bibliography of the Swedish periodicals issued 
in this country, published in 1886. The num- 
ber of the publications there treated is 174, 
and the treatment of the material is the same 
as in the work described above.

ever published. The collection here catalogued 
forms the Avery Memorial in Columbia Col- 
lege, founded in 1890 by Mr. and Mrs. Samuel 
P. Avery, of New York, as a memorial to their 
son, Henry Ogden Avery, who died April 30, 
1890. There are about 13,000 volumes, the 
greater portion of which are large and costly 
works on every form of architecture and on 
those departments of archeology which deal 


with architecture, sculpture, and the other. 


decorative arts. A serious defect of this vol- 
ume is that as the arrangement is by author 
only, it is difficult for one who wishes to know 
what works the collection contains on a given 
subject to get the information except by search- 
ing through}the whole catalogue. The memo- 
rial has been amply endowed by the donors, 
so that additions can be made to the collec- 
tion as may be found necessary. The printing 
of the catalogue by the De Vinne Press has oc- 
cupied nearly two years, and has been done 
through the generosity of Mr. Avery. (17+

THOMAS WHITTAKER has just issued ‘‘ Meta- 
noia: an undeveloped chapter in the life and 
teaching of Christ,” by the Rev. Treadwell 
Walden, D.D.; ‘‘ Biblical Character Sketches,” 
a series of sermons on the young men and 
women of the Bible, by Dean Farrar and other 
noted preachers ; and ‘‘ Curiosities of the Olden 
Times,” by S. Baring-Gould, a favorite subject 
with the author. 


IN its twenty-first annual report the Hospi- 
tal Book and Newspaper Society records that 
during the year ending Sept. 30, 1895, there 
were collected and distributed to patients in the 
hospitals 8299 books, 20,763 magazines, 50,369 
weekly and illustrated papers, and 148,763 daily 
papers. The society’s receptacles for books 
and papers may be found at railroad stations 
and ferry-houses in all parts of New York City 
Its office is in the United Charities Building. 


THE offer to sell the Hubert Howe Bancroft 
Library, of San Francisco, for $300,000, which 
was recently made by the owner to the trustees 
of the Consolidated Library of New York, has 
been passed upon unfavorably by the Library 
Committee. Mr. Bancroft values the collec- 
tion, which contains 60,000 volumes, at $500,- 
000. It is almost wholly historical, and was 
gathered by Mr. Bancroft in the course of forty 
years. The working library contains 15,300 
volumes. 

WILLIAM TrRYON HiGBEE, of Cleveland, O., 
has prepared a volume entitled ‘‘ Some Posters.” 
It contains a small collection of photographic 
reproductions of posters, mostly American, by 
American artists. Jules Cheret is credited as 
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the originator of the idea. The volume also 
contains samples of work by Eugéne Grasset 
and Aubrey Beardsley, both foreign artists, 
who have been promoters of the idea and 
have done posters for this country. The work 
of the followers of these—Louis J. Rhead, 
Will Bradley, and others—forms the bulk of the 
volume. The book is 8x Io inches in size and 
the photographs are mounted on Whatman 
hand-made paper. The edition is limited to 15 
numbered copies, a few of which are for sale at 
$20, net, by The Burrows Brothers Co., of 
Cleveland. 


CHARLES H. LUGRIN, of Seattle, Wash., ac- 
cording to the Philadelphia 7e/egraph, ‘‘ has in 
his possession the original manuscript of the 
report made tothe British Government in 1781 
by the Commission appointed to define the 
boundaries of Dutch Guiana. The report makes 
a book of nearly four hundred pages, and con- 
tains a description of every settlement and plan- 
tation in Dutch Guiana which is now claimed 
by the British, and the names of all the original 
grantees from the Dutch Government. It de- 
fines the boundaries of the territory claimed by 
the Dutch, French, Spanish, and Portuguese at 
that time, in addition to a large amount of other 
extremely valuable information. At the request 
of Lord Salisbury, Mr. Lugrin is about to for- 
ward the book to the English Premier for in- 
spection by the British Government. The report 
has been in his possession for some years, and 
as near as he is able to learn it was taken to 
Canada from New York by one of the United 
Empire Loyalists at the close of the Revolu- 
tionary War.” 


LAMSON, WOLFFE & Co., Boston, have in 
press a selection of the poems of James Clar- 
ence Mangan, to which will be added a study 
of his work, etc., by Louise Imogen Guiney; 
also a volume of ‘ Fairy-Tales,” by Mabel 
Fuller Blodgett, with illustrations by Miss 
Ethel Reed. They will publish at once Prof. 
C. G. D. Roberts’s ‘‘Earth’s Enigmas,” a 
series of interpretations of animal life; and 
a translation of Sénia Kovalévsky’s novel of 
social and political life, ‘‘Vera Vorontzoff.” 
In the field of the drama they have in hand 
Miss Marguerite Merington’s libretto of the 
comic opera which, with Mr. Arthur Bird’s 
music, won the New York Conservatory prize. 
‘‘ Daphne, or, the pipes of Arcadia—three acts 
of sane nonsense,” is its title. Miss Blanche 
McManus has prepared for their issue notes 
and original illustrations to accompany ‘‘ The 
True Mother Goose,” in which ‘‘the curious 
may read about the rhymes, and others the 
rhymes themselves.” 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


AN International Exposition of almanacs and 
other typographical work, and also of bindings, 
will shortly be held at Amsterdam, Holland. 


THE Clarendon Press will publish ‘‘ Revenue 
Laws of Ptolemy Philadelphus,” edited from 
a papyrus in the Bodleian, with a translation, 
commentary, and appendices by B. P. Gren- 
fell, and an introduction by Prof. Mahaffy. 
The papyrus consists of two rolls, which were 
obtained by Prof. Flinders Petrie and Mr. 
Grenfell, respectively. It is said to be the 
largest Greek papyrus known; and as it is in 
several places dated ‘‘in the twenty-seventh

year” of Philadelphus, it is also nearly the 
oldest. The text is accompanied by a portfolio 
containing thirteen fac-similes. 


THE first parts of an illustrated history of 
Swedish literature by H. Schiick and K. War- 
burg have recently appeared in Stockholm. 
The general treatment is similar to that of 
Koenig’s German and P. Hansen’s Danish 
work. A special feature is the division of the 
labor between the two authors; Prof. Schiick 
contributed the article on early Swedish litera- 
ture to Paul’s ‘‘ Grundriss,” treating of the pe- 
riods before 1718. Prof. Warburg, who is the 
author of an excellent short history of Swedish 
literature, besides a number of critical biog- 
raphies, has charge of the periods since 1718. 


U. Hoepti, Milan, on the occasion of the 
celebration of the foundation of his firm a,quar- 
ter of a century ago, offered a prize to Italian 
artists for the best illustrations to Manzoni’s 
classic ‘‘I Promessi Sposi.’”” The members of 
the jury, drawn from several Italian art societies 
and including the professors of L’Académie 
Royale des Beaux-Arts, have unanimously ac- 
corded the first prize to the painter Gaetano 
Previati, who will receive the equivalent of 
$1500 for his work, embracing 200 designs. 
Two second prizes, one of the equivalent of 
$1000, have been awarded to the painter Chi- 
ostri, of Florence, and to the Venetian painter 
Paggioro.

Copyright” is the title of an amusing little 
sketch in a recent issue of Black and White.
